CONNECTICUT AND THE rtecrerc | 

The first decisive bat le between the 
locomotive and the car has been | 
fought to a finish in Connecticut, and 
the electric car has won. The steam | 
railroads, alarmed at thd inroads of the | 
electric raffroads upon thelr territory 
and traffic, secured the co-operation of 
the trolley lines already established to 
repeal the general rajlroad law of the 
State and so close the door to any fur- | 
ther extension of facilities for travel and 
transportation except sich as might be | 
especially authorised by act of the Leg- 
islature. The Senate is understeod to 
favor such repeal, but the lower house, | 
more directly representing the people of 
the State, and especially the farmers, 
would not consent, and the fight to con- 
trol that body has been given up. The 
farmers want as many long-distance 
trolley lines as capitalists are willing to 
build. The experience of development 
and increase in the value of property 
along the lines of such roads, of high 
speeds, low fares, and geneftal benefit to 
the community from active competition 
with the steam railreads, has been too 
satisfactory to warrant them in check- 
ing further extension along these lines 
or placing it under the control of the ex- 
isting lines. They are not alarmed at 
the prospect of having too many electric 
roads or of too cheap a service. They 
see very clearly that the repeal of the 
general railroad law of Connecticut 
would eréct a barrier to divide New Eng- 
land in two, and cut it off effectually 
from electrical communication with New 
York, which must be the terminal point 
of all the important electric systems 
west of Cost-n. 

The competition of the trolley is the 
most formidable the steam rafilroads 
have ever known, and it is only just be- 
ginning. Under the general railroad 
laws of the different States the exten- 
sion of electric transportation has beén 
one of the most significant facts in our 
recent National statistics. Very few 
miles of road of this character have been 
built and equipped for which a good rea- 
son did not exist. Considerations much 
more potent than any the Legislatures 
can discover will restrain any undue de- 
velopment of railroads, which are 
financed only when the need for them 
Ras been very «:::rly shown,

The most marked 
trait of the Chinese character in all 
classes except the most educated—and 
the exceptions there are not many—is a 
proud exclusiveness, a stubborn, narrow, 
intensely @atisfied self-absorption. At 
home they wish to shut out all foreigners 
and their influence. Abroad they. wish 
to keép ‘to themselves, associate only 
with each other, cling to their habits 
and observances, and eschew all interest 
in and all concern with the thought or 
action of others save 86 far as their bust- 
ness may require. That a considerable 
number of them in this city should make 
an organized and impressive demonstra- 
tion of sympathy with another race, and 
that they should definitely present them- 
selves as members of a sufféeriig race 
pitying and seeking to eid anotter, 
shows, as we heve said, a very signiti- 
cant and interesting change in théir ' 
views, even in their characters. 

And the significance is more than. 
local in its importance. We have here 4 
substantial indication of what inter- 
course with our civilization can do with 
the Chinese nature. We are justified in 
thinking that it will work in a Ike man-| 
ner on a larger scale. It points the way 
to the true policy of all nations in deal-+ 
ing with the Chinese—the way fortu- | 
nately that In later years our own Gov- 
ernment has pretty consistently and ef- 
fectively followed.
